ASCS Advises 


Farmers To 
Come Early 


““Come early and avoid 
the crowd,’’ was the per- 
ennial advice from agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Offices across 
the country as the 7-week 
period for producers 
signup in farm programs 
passed midpoint and edged 
toward its March 21 dead- 
line. 

Although ASCS offices 
in Alabama will take ap- 
plications to participate in 
the farm programs anytime 
through March 21, pro- 
ducers are urged to file 
applications as early as 
possible, according to Roy 
L. Ellis Chairman of the 
County Agricultural Stab- 
ilization and Conservation 
Committee. The programs 
are voluntary and farmers 
sign up for them in order 
to take part, Ellis said. 
Signup brings into focus 
crop plans for the year 
ahead. In short, farmers 
indicate their intentions to 
take part in the programs 
for 1969, including the ex- 
tent to which they will part- 
icipate in the wheat and feed 
grain programs, 

Under the feed grain 
program for 1969, farmers 
may earn diversion and 
price-support payments as 
well as qualify for price- 
support loans ontheir corn, 
barley, and grain sorghum 
crops. 

The wheat program pro- 
vides diversion payments 
for reducing acreages he- 
low the farm allotment, 
and price support loans on 
all the wheat produced 
on the farm, It also pro- 
vides marketing certificates 
to bring returns up to full 
parity on the part of the 


wheat crop allocated for 
domestic use. The cotton 
program provides price- 
support payments and 
loans.

Recent changes in social 
security affect many young 
people, For example, more 
young disabled people may 
now qualify for benefits. 

Persons who were dis- 
abled before age 31 may 
not get benefits with less 
than the usual 5 years of 
work required under social 
security, In fact, some 
young disabled people may 
now be paid benefits if they 
worked only 18 months be- 
fore becoming disabled. 

In addition to the 
required amount of work 
under social security, a 
person must have a dis- 
ability which will keep him 
from gainful work for at 
least 12 months, but it is 
wise for people to let the 
social security office de- 
termine whether the re- 
quirements are met,

Sevin is one 
of the safest materials to 
use and gives good control 
when applied at the rate of 
1 pound of 5% dust per 
5,000 square feet, 10%, DDT 
dust or 5% Chlordane can 
also be used. It is a good 
idea to remove all man- 
ures, decaying materials 
and trash near the house 
and sprinkle one of these 
materials from the founda- 
tion out at least ten feet.

PEACH TREE BORER 
There are two species 
of peach tree borers in 
Coffee County, The lesser 
peach tree borer which 
feeds on larger limbs or the 
upper part of the trunk and 
the peach tree borer which 
usually attacks the trunk 
of trees from _ several 
inches above the ground to 
2 or 3 inches below the 
ground. The productivity 
of many trees is reduced 
each year and many trees 
are killed outright by these 
borers, This loss can he 
greatly reduced by the 
proper use of insecticides, 
Treating peach trees for 
borer control each year 
should be part of the regu- 
lar or¢hard operation. 
Coffee County home- 
owners should make three 
applications of insecticide 
to the trunk and lower 
limbs, The first trunk 
spray should be made be- 
tween July 1Oand15, and two 
subsequent applications 
should be made at 3- to 4- 
week intervals. Use one of 


the following insecticides 
at the indicated rate per 


each gallon of water: (1) 
endosulfant (Thiodan), 507, 
WP - 5 tablespoonful (2) 
dieldrin, 1.5 lb./gal, EC - 
3 tablespoonfuls; (3) DDT, 
50% WP - 6 tablespoons- 
ful. DDT will not control 
the lesser peach tree 
borer, but the other two 
insecticides will,

Lodging Is Not 
Included On 
Income Tax 


Generally, an employee 
does not have to pay fax on 
the value of room and board 
he receives from his em- 
ployer. However, there are 
situations when the value 
of meals and lodging furn- 
ished by an employer do 
have to be included in tax- 
able income, the Internal 
Revenue said, 

The key factor in this 
determination is whether 
the meals or lodging are 
furnished for the em- 
ployer’s convenience and 
on the employer’s business 
premises. In addition, when 
lodging only is given, the 
employee must accept the 
lodging as a condition of, 
his employment, If these 
conditions are met, the 
value of any meals or lod- 
ging received can be ex- 


cluded from taxable in- 
come, 
Under these rules, a 


camp counsellor would not 
generally pay tax on the 


room and board he 
receives and a waitress 
would not generally pay 


tax on the value of meals 
received during the work 
day. 

But if an employee is 
furnished living quarters, 
or meals, away from the 
place where he works, their 
value would be taxable,
